We are in the midst of a 
sorry sp e c ta c le 
Go any 
direction from Plano; if you 
watch 
carefully 
you 
will 
come to a field where un­ 
d ern o u rish ed 
c attle 
a re 
slowly dying, condemned by 
inhumane owners to slow 
torture. 
This is not to say that the 
county’s valuable livestock 
is in general jeopardy But 
investigators of the Collin 
County Humane Society can 
guide 
any 
in te re ste d 
residents to a place where 
dead cattle can 
be seen 
without leaving the road. 
The society now gets calls 
every 
day 
rep o rtin g 
neglected livestock, and 
some cattlemen 
say that 
there are similar reports all 
over 
the 
T exas 
cattle 
country. And there is no 
reliable explanation. Some 
of the reasons we get are 
hair-raising. A neighbor of a 
big grazing farm 
in 
the 
C h a m b e rsv ille are a say s 
flatly: 
“ m y neighbor is

letting his cattle die as a tax 
loss.” Others say the poor 
small owner simply cannot 
afford to feed his cattle at 
current feed prices. This is 
certainly 
not 
true of 
an 
owner in e a s te rn Collin 
County who drives up in his 
Cadillac every few days and 
looks over his stock, then 
drives away. On a ranch 
near 
Royse 
City a 
man 
comes to his stock every 
three or four days and drags 
the newly dead into a distant 
gully, according to his neigh­ 
bors. 
O fficers of the 
Collin 
County 
H u m an e 
Society 
have filed charges with the 
sheriff against a man who 
owns 25 head of cattle on a 
place east of Weston where 
neighbors say the herd is 
never fed except for what it 
can scrounge off the thin 
brown grass. 
We have hauled in one load 
of hay at society expense and 
left it for these tattle, but we 
fear it is too late. Since we 
were in the pasture a week 
ago several more cows have 
died But we will take more 
hay in later 
It is not pleasant to look 
into the face of a dying calf, 
or to look on a large cow that 
just barely made it to the 


waterhole, only to die, there, 
with her head in the water. 
At last count there were 
eight head that had sue 
cum bed. 
The em p ty house and 
secondary 
buildings 
were 
surrounded by fairly good 
grass. The Humane Society 
volunteers brought in barbed 
wire, strung it across the 
front of the place and opened 
up gates so the cattle could 
get in 
from 
the used-up 
pasture. But they continue to 
fall. 
As we say, tales continue 
to com e in. It is only fair to 
report a warning voiced by 
an experienced cattle for­ 
m er. He said: 
“ It 
is

r e m e m b e r i n g 
t h a t 
s o m e tim es d ise a se s 
run 
through a herd 
And other 
things happen to them. I feed 
my cattle the b est food I can 
get. and give th' rn plenty, as

Grasses Discussed 


BY J ACK LA IR 
Area Agronomist 
There are several other 
grasses used in the Plano 
area for lawns. They offer a 
definite challenge to 
the 
lawn enthusiast. 
In some cases they shorten 
the 
enthusiasm 
of 
the 
homeowner by the very fact 
they 
need 
maximum 
maintenance throughout the 
growing season. Zoysia and 
centipede fit well into this 
category. The very fine 
hybrid Bermudas are prone 
to many more problems than 
common St. Augustine and 
common Bermuda. 
Zoysia 
and 
centipede 
grasses are imports from 
Asia and are a long way 
from 
their 
natural 
en­ 
vironments. They are both 
extrem ely slow growing 


grasses, 
not 
especially 
suited to the high calcium 
soils we call 
blacklands. 
They have more of a desire 
for neutral or moderately 
acid soils such as the sandy 
soils of East Texas. 
Experience has shown 
these 
two 
grasses 
cover 
extremely slow if sprigged 
or plugged at six-inch in­ 
tervals. It usually requires 
two 
growing 
seasons for 
these grasses 
to 
become 
solid turf. 
If common Bermuda is 
lurking nearby they may 
easily be overtaken. Also, 
weeds 
pose 
additional 
problems requiring more 
attention. 
The 
very 
fine 
hybrid 
Bermudas belong on golf 
greens. Here they receive 
daily attention that is more 


important to their success. 
The average homeowner 
thinks seriously of giving up 
with these Bermudas after 
about three years. 


All of the techniques of 
care should be known before 
em barking on 
a 
hybrid 
Bermuda lawn. 
You also 
need a greens 
type reel 
mower to offset some of the 
challenge of growing fine 
hybrid Bermudas. Then you 
need to know what to do 
when a heavy dew falls. 


Penwell fescue has en­ 
tered the picture as a lawn 
grass 
in 
this 
area. 
The 
results 
have 
been 
satisfactory in most in­ 
stances. 
The 
optimum 
planting time for this cool 
season 
perennial 
is 
Sep­ 
tember.

note,” he concluded. 


One way to add color and 
variety to your home land­ 
scape 
is 
with 
annual 
flowering vines, says one 
expert 
in 
landscape 
hor­ 
ticulture. 
“ All that is needed to grow 
flowering vines is a wooden 
lattice, woven wire fencing 
or string to support 
the 
plants,” says Everett Janne 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. “ These 
vines can be used to shade a 
porch or add color and in­ 
terest to a particular area 
Among annual flowering 
vines that are attractive in 
home 
landscapes 
are 
morning glories, cathedral 
b e l l s , 
m o o n f l o w e r s , 
nasturtiums, canary birds, 
gourds, cypress vines and 
black-eyed Susans. 
The morning glory 
is 
colorful with white, blue or 
red Bowers. It grows to a 
height of up to 15 feet. 
Start the vines in four-inch 
pots and transplant them 
two or three weeks after 
the usual last frost date. Be 
sure they are planted in a 
weii-drained, sunny location, 
emphasizes Janne. 


“ Don’t 
plant 
morning 
glories in rich soil or use 
fertilizer, 
as 
this 
will 
produce vigorous vines but 
few 
flow ers,” 
says 
the 
horticulturist with the Texas 
A&M University System. 
Cathedral bells grow up to 
a height 
of 
20 feet 
and 
produce bell-shaped, blue or 
violet Bowers. “ These vines 
are free of insect and disease 
problems and can be planted 
in either a sunny or shady 
spot,” says Janne. 
The moonBower vine is 
also 
tall-growing 
and 
produces 
large 
white 
fragrant Bowers which open 
during the evening, it also 


has 
large 
heart-shaped 
leaves that provide a dense 


shade. 
N asturtium s are bushy 
vines that grow four-to five 
feet 
tall 
and 
produce 
fragrant 
red 
or 
yellow 
Bowers. They prefer a well- 
drained 
soil 
of 
low 
or 
average fertility.

‘Super’ Graft Alleged 


At New Superdome 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - A legislative 
com mittee studying the construction of the 
louisiana 
Superdome has 
released a 
rep o rt 
indicating 
possible 
crim inal 
violations including theft, bribery and 
m alfeasance took place during the con­ 
struction of the domed stadium. 
The com mittee recommended Thursday 
a grand jury investigation of the $163 
million project and the creation of a 
special state office to oversee operations of 
the giant stadium. 
“ This committee feels that sufficient 
evidence has been developed in certain 
areas which would allow the district at­ 
torney of Orleans Parish to decide whether 
p rosecution is w a r r a n te d ," said the 
com m ittee’s report, released by Sen. Nat 
K iefer of New 
O rlean s, co m m ittee 
chairm an. 
“ In so m e a re a s , the p relim in ary 
evidence developed by this committee 
should be more fully developed by a grand 
jury investigation to determine whether 
criminal violations did in fact occur. 
Kiefer’s committee spent 15 months 
holding hearings and gathering evidence 


as part of its Superdome inquiry. Rep. 
Walter Bigby of Bossier City, committee 
vice chairm an, was the only m em ber of 
the sevenman panel not signing the 110- 
page report. 


The com mittee said there m ay be 
violations of state laws relating to theft, 
false accounting, public bribery, corrupt 
influencing, filing false public records, 
malfeasance in office and the state ethics 
code for public officials. 


The Superdome project, now m ore than 
five times its original estimated cost, has 
been criticized because of its rapidly 
escalating costs and because of factors 
leading to various construction and ser­ 
vice contracts. 


Kiefer said the report charged the 
S uperdom e com m ission, a politically 
appointed body, deliberately circum vent­ 
ed state public bid laws and awarded 
contracts to favored firms, most of whom 
made 
political 
contributions 
to

m em bers, 
their 
relatives 
or 
associates.
